N R. NEHRU, THE PRACTICAL 
Statesman, apparently reverts 
to the theories of Mahatma Gandhi, 
the mystic, when he attacks ‘the 
United States’ system of foreign al- 
liances, 

Angered by the American deci- 
sion to. arm Pakistan (at Pakistan's 
own urging) the Indian Prime Min- 
ister says such plans do not appear 
to conform to the United Nations 
Charter. They are not, he believes, 
“the way either to work the United 
Nations or fulfill the purposes of the 
Charter or. remove tensions in the 
world.” 

Factually this untrue. The 
Charter provides for regional defense 
arrangements like the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization in Europe, 
the Anzus Pact in the Pacific and the 
present agreement between the 
United States and Pakistan 

But Mr. Nehru is quite right in 
believing that the United Nations 
was not intended by its founders to 
work in this: way It was founded 
on the assumption that the great 
powers would always be united 
Hence they were given right of 
unilateral veto over the 
the Security Council 

The United Nations as devised at 
Dumbarton Oaks, approved at the 
Yalta conference and finally codified 
at San Franc isco. never for a mo- 
ment apticipated the kind of divided 
world we now inhabit. It could not 
foresee that Russia, one of the erpat- 
est powers, would attempt to disrupt

Q. Can you tell me in what 
year Mt. Baker last erupted? 


A. The greatest of Baker's 
eruptions recorded since the 
white man came to this coast 
was that of 1881. That display 
Was seen by many on Van- 
couver Island.
